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Story  has  it  that,  when  Columbus  discovered  America,  two  Indians  were  sitting  by 
the  beach.  Said  one  to  the  other:  "Here  comes  Columbus  'discovering'  America."  Said 
the  second:  ".  .  .  full  of  confidence."  Said  the  first:  "This  is  because  it  is  his  so-called 
first  voyage,"  and  the  other,  "Wait,  there'll  be  a  third  and  then  the  real  tragedy  will 
begin  .  .  ."  And  the  first,  ".  .  .  and  the  uncertainty  .  .  ."  and  the  second,  ".  .  .  that  here's 
a  continent,"  the  first,  ".  .  .  the  frustration,"  the  second,  ".  .  .  that  it  isn't  India,"  .  .  . 
"the  unclarity,  is  he  Amerigo,"  .  .  .  "or  Cabot,'  .  .  .  "or  Cortez." 

Columbus  who  overheard  them  talking  like  this,  went  up  to  them,  asked  them:  "How 
do  you  know  these  things,  when  even  I  who  ought  to  have  them  lack  all  these  data? 
Have  you  historic  foresight?" 

"Hindsight,"  one  Indian  answered.  "All  this  happened  long  ago,"  said  the  other. 

"Then  what  am  I  doing  here?" 

"What  indeed?"  they  shouted  and  they  laughed.  Nuts  fell  from  trees  in  a  shower  of 
tropical  rain. 

This— so  it  is  said— this  it  is  broke  Columbus'  heart;  not  Isabella  for  deserting,  not 
the  brothers  Pinzon  who  forgot,  and  not  Bobadilla  in  bringing  him  back  under,  true 
enough,  chains.  This  it  is  broke  Columbus'  heart— that  he  had  been  here  before  and 
everybody  knew  it,  Leif  and  Karlsefni  knew  it,  all  the  Vinlanders  knew  it;  even  the  cook 
who  put  on  -the  chains  and  who  was  a  man  of  great  ignorance.  He  alone,  Columbus,  who 
should  have,  did  not  .  .  .  he,  deluded  grandee,  history's  cuckold,  preferred  repeating 
his  mistakes— was  it  a  fourth?  who  knows?  perhaps  the  fourteen  hundred  and  ninety 
second  time.

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THE  CONSTITUTION:  That  fretted  but  still  stalwart  document,  the  federal  Constitution, 
will  be  reviewed  in  two  talks  to  be  broadcast  on  Saturday,  July  31.  Carey  McWilliams,  editorial 
director  of  The  Nation  magazine,  will  deal  with  the  first  ten  amendments  and  their  relation- 
ship to  the  current  loyalty-security  program.  And  since  this  program  has  been  the  occasion 
for  one  of  the  periodic  conflicts  between  the  various  branches  of  the  government,  Covey  T. 
Oliver,  professor  of  law,  University  of  California,  will  deal  with  the  tensions  between  presi- 
dential and  congressional  power.  Both  talks  were  recorded  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Friends 
Committee  on  Legislation  in  Berkeley. 

WHERE  THE  SERPENT  NESTS:  Among  Chaucer's  Canterbury  Tales  is  the  story  told  by 
the  Prioress  about  a  child  murdered  in  a  Ghetto.  There,  she  said,  the  Serpent  Satan  kept  "his 
waspish  nest."  The  Prioress's  Tale  is  considered  by  critics  to  be  an  excellent  example  of 
Chaucer's  literary  art,  and  hence  the  BBC  included  it  in  the  series  of  Canterbury  Tales  which 
KPFA  is  now  broadcasting.  But  literary  art  or  no,  the  Prioress's  Tale  raises  the  question  as  to 
where,  in  fact,  the  serpent  nests.  Six  centuries  of  human  history  since  Chaucer  wrote  indicates 
that  the  serpent  nests  in  no  single  place,  and  for  a  time  made  himself  quite  comfortable 
in  the  Prioress's  heart.  Could  the  serpent,  then,  have  been  a  patron  of  great  art?  Or  does  Satan 
pervert  art  as  he  perverts  the  soul?  These  questions  for  philosophers  will  be  discussed  by  three 
research  fellows  of  the  Institute  for  Philosophical  Research,  San  Francisco,  following  the 
broadcast  of  the  Prioress's  Tale.  Tuesday,  July  27,  9:50  p.m. 

NEW  MUSIC  FROM  THE  NEAR  EAST:  The  rapid  economic  and  industrial^ owth  of  Israel 
has  been  closely  paralleled  by  the  emergence  of  a  strong  artistic  movement  in  the  country. 
Some  of  the  recent  Israeli  music  for  violin  will  be  played  by  Rivka  Mandelkern  on  the  August 
6th  Studio  Concert.  Mrs.  Mandelkern  will  play  several  works  by  Paul  Ben-Haim,  considered  the 
dean  of  Israeli  composers,  including  his  Sonata  for  unaccompanied  violin,  and  will  also  include 
several  works  by  some  of  the  younger  generation  of  composers:  Oedoem  Partos,  member  of  the 
Israel  Philharmonic,  Robert  Starer,  and  Joseph  Tal.  Mr.  Tal's  sonata  (1952),  which  will  be 
played,  was  included  in  the  recent  ISCM  Festival  in  Israel.
